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Pine Hill Lakes saga may be solved

Homeowners of Pine Hill Lakes can 
rest easy now that a developer has been 
hired to complete public improvements of 
the development 

United Developments, which currently 
has two developments, one in Vernon 
Hill, has. been employed by NBD Bank of 
Evanston to come to the aid of Pine Hill 
Lakes development 

For quite some time now, 
homeowners have been complaining about 
cracking foundations, sinking homes, lack 
of street lights, sewer problems, etc. 

According to Village Adm. Tim Wells 
has indicated that there is a 99 percent 
chance United Developments may even 
complete the whole development project 



of Pine Hill Lakes. 

Even though this comes as good news 
to the homeowners within the 
development, residents arc still having 
some reservations. "We want to sec actual 
work. We don't trust any institution's 
word. Wc have been coming here for 
years, but we have yet to see anyone out 
at our home," a Pine Hill Lakes 
spokesperson commented. 

NBD of Evanston stated in a letter to 
the village that work should begin within 
the next week. The bank is presently 
filing forclosure proceedings against 
Northficld Development, the original 
developer. 

So far the bank has kept its word. 
Two weeks ago, when the village agreed 
to issue, building permits to a new 



developer only once the subdivision was 
brought up to date, the bank had said it 
was going to foreclose on Northficld, and 
would honor repair work to begin within 
the development in 8-12 weeks by hiring 
a new developer. 

The village recently adopted a 
resolution against Northficld Developers 
to aid in implementing immediate results 
within the development 

The resolution, which was endorsed by 
40 Pine Hill Lakes homeowners, called 
for the village to take possession of 
Northfield's money covered by the 
development bond, that improvement 
tasks be completed by a given date, that 
bids are solicited and the builder award 
those bids, and that all permits, building 
and occupancy, be frozen to Northficld, 



but open to a new developer, only after 
the much needed public improvements 
were completed. 

Seeking waste hauler 

The Antioch Village Board has 
employed a garbage committee to look 
into hiring a waste hauling company to 
pick up residents' yard waste within the 
village. 

If a waste hauler is chosen the village 
would then adopt a yard waste ordinance. 
Each individual homeowner would be 
responsible for paying for their waste 
disposal, which would be billed by the 
waste hauler. A solution to the problem 
of yard waste disposal is needed since leaf 
burning is no longer permitted.

How many young men would gladly 
accept a demanding job where you are 
required to work 14 hour days, seven days a 
week? 

Who's kidding? 

The job is real. Openings arc for sailors 
in the U.S Navy. 

On a short cruise out into Lake 
Michigan, this reporter watched committed 
young Americans aboard the USS Fahrion, 
a speedy frigate armed with guided missies, 
happily performing their duties. 

Crewmen aboard the Fahrion, which 
served in the Persian Gulf during 
hostilities two years ago, alternate seven 
hour shifts with, five hours off. 

During the Lake Michigan junket, a 
summer public relations ccursion for the 
Fahrion, which normally is based in 
Charleston, N.C., we watched the crew 
averaging 20 years of age performing all 
the tasks necessary to keep a modem 
warship combat-ready. 

The young helmsman was steering the 
ship with fingertip control of a wheel the 
size of a mustard jar cover, not a back- 
breaking task, but one demanding 
concentration and alertness, not to mention 
extensive training and experience. 

The Combat information center was a 
fascinating maze of television consoles and 
computer indicators. Guns arc fired and 
missiles launched by two sailors seated 
before an electronic information computer 
screen. Only the ship's captain and the fire 
control officer can actually unleash the 
Fahrion's inmprcssive arsenal. 

In charge of the Fahrion's engine room 
was a young chief petty officer whose 
youthful looks belied his training and 
respect shown by crew members who 
probably, only four or five years younger 
but light years apart in experience. The 
Fahrion is powered by a pair of gas turbine 
engines that propel the 445 foot long ship 
at better than 30 knots. 

Sleeping and eating take up most of the 
off-duty time for crewmen. For diversion 
there's television, reading, basketball on 



the helicopter deck, a workout room and Tackclt, captain of the eight-year-old 
study.

Naval Academy, Annapolis. Without a 
doubt, the modern U.S. Navy places a 
high priority on intelligence.

With two years of 
experience, a three class petty officer rating 
with all needs provided, has $945 
paycheck per month for descrctionary 
spending. That's life on the high seas.

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Mayor Wilton and Chief Miller at it again

just when the feud appeared to be 
settled between the mayor and the police 
chief, they arc at it again. 

Two weeks ago after a 5-1 vote, in 
which Trustee Larry Hanson objected and 
Mayor Robert Wilton abstained, the 
village accepted Police Chief Charles 
Miller's lawsuit settlement. 

The suit had been filed by Chief Miller 
against the village board and the mayor for 
the action taken by Trustees Ed 
Koziorowski and Larry Hanson, and 
Mayor Wilton on June 25, which sought 
to remove Miller from his position. 

However, in court Monday, the judge 
did not enter the order for settlement, 
because Mayor Wilton's attorney, Howard 
Ticgan, objected to the agreement. 

The settlement the village board agreed 
to accept called for the village records to 
show that Miller is the lawfully appointed 
police chief and the action taken against 
him was done without a quorum. Also, 
the records would reflect Miller as having 
served continuously from May 1 1978 to 
present. 

With the acceptance of the agreement, 
Miller would continue to hold his 
position within the village until he 
resigns or is terminated from the position 
by a majority vote of the village board. 
He would conduct his duties as police 



chief without any interference from the 
board 

The village was also required under the 
settlement to pay a monetary settlement 
of $2,500 to cover Chief Miller's attorney 
fees and any court costs that have been 
acquired up to this point. 

According to the Village Atty. 
Kenneth Clark, the village board is being 
sued in a corporate capacity and the mayor 
is also being sued as an individual. At the 
village board meeting, Clark said, 
"Because of the number of defendants 
involved on the corporate level, if the 
mayor, or anyone, objects, the court can 
not except the order of agreement even 
though the board agreed to accept the 
settlement." 

Trustee Marilyn Shincflug questioned, 
"Why isn't this over? We voted to accept 
the settlement. His role of mayor 
shouldn't go into the corporate suit." A 
citizen of Antioch also asked, "What is 
the purpose of the trustees if the mayor 
can do this?" 

Clark replied, "Just as Chief Miller 
has rights, so docs the mayor and the 
trustees, that is why the judge didn't enter 
the order. It is not an agreed order if one 
objects." 

Mayor Wilton said he is objecting 
because of the loose wording in paragraph 
four of the settlement, which docs not 
specifically spell out the exact duties of 



the police chief. He said, "Under state 
statute, I am the chief executive of the 
village and Miller is trying undermine my 
powers." 

Chief Miller's attorney, Charles 
Smith, was outraged that this fester 
wound had been reopened. He said, "No 
one communicated to me before court that 
there was a problem with the order. This 
is just a sneak attack to slip out Miller as 
police chief." 

Trustee Donald Amundsen said he 
thought the mayor's attorney objecting to 
the agreed settlement was a mistake. 
However, he said, "Let's not attack a 
man's rights. The mayor has the right to 
exercise his individual rights." 

The village was informed back in June 
that an investigation on Chief Miller was 
being conducted by the 111. Dcpt. of 
Criminal Investigation, for missing 
confiscated weapons within the police 
department. Up until this point, no 
reports of the investigation have been 



Office, Mike Waller said he contacted 
last week and told him that Joe 

Collina, head of investigations, completed 
the investigation and concluded, "no 
criminal wrong doing was being done by 
Chief Miller or any other person in the 
police department." 

"This whole matter is just a 
personality conflict. Countless hundreds 
of hours are being spent on a personal 
vendetta and a ridiculous investigation," 
Atty, Smith said. 

At this point, this whole ordeal will 
again be brought to the courts this 
Wednesday. Miller's attorney said he is 
going to question whether Mayor Wilton 
has the right to slop this settlement and 
wilt see what action can be taken next. 
He believes Wilton has the right to hire 
an attorney for himself in the individual 
suit. The legal question Smith is asking 
is whether or not Wilton has the right as 
mayor to hire an attorney to represent him 
at the corporate capacity without the

According to attorney Smith, the 
state's attorney's office informed him thai 
they have not found any grounds, while 
investigating, to file any criminal charges 
against the chief.

Antioch adopts harshest fire ordinance in state

Antioch officials have adopted harshest 
smoke detector ordinance in the state of 
Illinois. 

Public Safety Inspector Lee Shannon 
has devised the ordinance to update smoke 
detector requirements in residential 
dwellings and businesses. 

"We are taking the grey area out of the 
state law and are providing more protection 
throughout every building," Shannon said. 

Illinois state statute requires every 
residence to have a smoke detector, but 
doesn't specifically spell out any 
maintenance requirements, the objective 
of this, ordinance is to insure proper 
maintenance of smoke detectors and 
monitored alarm systems. 



"We are attempting to save more lives 
at minimal dollar losses," Shannon said. 

The ordinance requires multiple family 
residential buildings of three or more 
apartments and buildings that house 



Residents of single family homes will be 
required to follow the same regulations. If 
the occupants do not maintain their smoke 
detectors the landlord or homeowner will 
be required to handwire the detector into

transient occupants, to install electrical 
smoke detectors, with battery backup 
within each unit. These devices must be 
approved by Underwriter Laboratories. 

The tenants of each apartment will be 
responsible for insuring that the smoke 
detectors work properly by conducting 
monthly checks and replacing the batteries 
yearly or more often if warranted. 
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the electrical system. 

All common areas within the building, 
which are areas of public access, must 
have smoke detectors that connect into a 
monitored alarm system that will 
immediately dispatch the fire department 
upon receipt of the alarm, which must be 
approved by the lire department or public 
safety inspector. Such areas include attics, 
hallways, stairwells, laundry rooms, 
storage areas, etc. This is also required of 
buildings that house occupants less than 
30 days, such as a motel and hotel. 

Shannon said if residents, of the 
building are all at work and a fire breaks 
out within one of the apartments, no one 
will be there to notify the fire department 
when the smoke detector's alarm sounds. 
However, once the smoke from the 
apartment seeps out into the hallway, the 
monitored alarm system will be triggered 
and the fire department will be able to 
respond. 

"The fire department may not be able 

to save the apartment, but at least we can 

save the building. The ordinance will give 

.us the earliest warning to protect the 

people," he said. ..»'■ • '■"•• 



The landlord of the building may 
choose to go' another route and have the 
individual smoke detectors within each 
apartment connected to the fire alarm 
system. 

New single family homes, including 
townhouses and condos, will be inspected 
before the occupants move in to detect 
proper installation and operation of smoke 
detectors by the public safety inspector. 

All new single family homes will be 
required to have smoke detectors handwired 
into the electrical system and must include 
battery back-up on all levels of the house 
as well. 

Residents of single family homes and 
apartments must have the smoke detector 
units placed within IS feet of the sleeping 
area. 

Installation of the alarm system in 
any type of home or building should be 
conducted by a certified security electrician. 
Shannon recommends that the alarm 
systems in homes and buildings, 
especially buildings with any type of an 
automatic fire suppression system, 
including a sprinkler system, hood and 
duct system, chemical suppression 
systems and automatic ejections systems, 
be monitored at the fire/police dispatch 
center. An alternative monitoring center 
can be used with the approval of the fire 
and safety inspector. 

Currently, Fox Lake and Grayslake 
have asked for copies of the ordinance for 
possible future acceptance. 

"If I can save one life with this 
ordinance, it has paid for itself," Shannon 
said.

Members of the Lake County 
Stormwater Management Committee 
ought to keep looking in their quest for 
the new agency's first director, a $59,000 a 
year post that carries the heavy 
responsibility of spending millions of 
dollars in the coming years to control and 
prevent flooding. 

There is strong evidence that the search 
committee stumbled badly in handing the 
job to Edward Gcick, the controversial 
former village administrator of Lake 
Zurich. While many Lake Zurich 
residents would have preferred ushering 
Gcick to the village limits last year amid a 
flurry of tar and feathers, gentility 
prevailed and a new administration adroitly 
negotiated the village an exit from a 
sweetheart deal Gcick had wrung out of the 
former administration, saving the 
taxpayers a tidy sum to boot, even 
considering the published sum of $30,000. 

There is reason to believe the severance 
could have been a whole lot more had not 
Gcick's reputation been clouded with a 
sexual harrassment charge and his refusal 
to get in step with newly elected Mayor 
Jim Kay and other reform trustees put into 
office by electors seeking a more 
sensitive, responsive village board. 

Often autocratic and increasingly distant 
from the people, Gcick conducted Lake 
Zurich business with a heavy hand. Even 



his supporters breathed a sigh of relief 
when Geick left Lake Zurich. His 
departure brought a wave of fresh air to the 
village hall. 

Speaking for the selection committee 
that plucked Gcick out of a field of 22 
applicants, Gurnce Mayor Dick Wclton, 
chairman of the agency, displayed more 
than bit of stubbornness in the face of 
severe criticism of Gcick's selection when 
he commented, "There are always two 
sides to every story. I am aware this 
man(Gcick) has his critics." 

It is difficult to believe that the 
committee came up with a clean bill on 
Gcick, as Wclton indicated. Apparently 
the screening committee didn't talk to 
Lake Zurich officials or the employes in 
the village hall who were under his 
control. 

Considering the clouds of controversy 
swirling about Gcick, the least the 
Stormwater Management Committee 
could do would be to withdraw the 
appointment until further study. Even at 
face value, the facts dictate that the 
committee go back to the drawing board in 
its search for a new director. The new 
agency has a much too important mission 
to allow itself to be sucked into an 
undertow of suspicion and controversy 
even before it opens for business. 
Citizens of Lake County deserve better.

Fred L. Foreman, former Lake County 
state's attorney, is moving with cautious 
deliberation into his new post as U.S. 
attorney for northern Illinois. In his first 
contacts with the media. Foreman made 
clear that the headlines will come later. 
That's a sensible approach to handling a 
high profile public office. 

Foreman isn't going to get any 
arguments with the pronouncement that a 
top priority will be drug prosecutions. 
The popular Lake County political leader 
skirted questions about dealing with 
political corruption cases and the long- 
standing probe into corruption in the 
Cook County court system.

Foreman's long held desire to go as far as 
possible in public service. It's based on 
the goal of every school boy to strive for 
the highest office in the land. Call it part 
of the American dream. And we can watch 
with pride and admiration that Fred is 
making things happen. We only hope big 
city press moguls will give him the 
opportunity to do the difficult job of U.S. 
attorney before "moving" him on to 
higher office. 

That will come in due time, just like his 
other achievements ever since he first 
gained recognition as a lanky sports star at 
Warren High School. Fred's friends and 
admirers wish him well.

Q. Does my business have to pay for travel time 
when I send one of my non-exempt employees to a 
meeting out of town? 

A. Travel time is considered work time if it occurs 
within the individual's normal working time, even if 
it occurs on what would usually be a day off. For 
example, if your employee works 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
Monday through Friday, you would be required to 
pay for travel time spent between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m., 
even if the employee travels on Saturday or Sunday.

Opponents of a proposed 
regional shopping mall may 
be seeing another glimmer 
of hope for stopping the 
building of the mall now 
that the Lake County 
Suite's Attorney's office has 
objected to Lakcmoor's an- 
nexation of land for the 
mall site.

QUESTION: What is glaucoma? Can it cause blindness? 

ANSWER: Glaucoma results from excessive pressure on the optic nerve in the back of the eye, 
i created by excessive build-up of the natural fluid inside the eye. It's the second leading cause 
of blindness among people over the age of 40. Fortunately, with early diagnosis and treatment 
this problem can, almost always be controlled and blindness prevented. 

The fluid keeps the eye from collapsing. As fresh fluid is produced, the excess drains out 
through a meshwork of tissue, It this drainage path is blocked, pressure builds and begins to 
damage the optic nerve which carries visual images from the eye to the brain. Gradually, 
peripheral or side vision is lost. Eventually the glaucoma victim can only see straight ahead 
through tunnel vision.' Over time all sight may be lost. Previous damage cannot be reversed 
but when glaucoma is diagnosed it can be treated with eye drops or medication. II this is not 
successful., laser" surgery may be used to open up the tissue to provide proper fluid drainage.

There shouldn't be 
anything to worry about. 
Composting is the wave of 
the future in Lake County 
as yard waste can no longer 
be dumped in the same 
places as regular garbage. 

The major items going 
into compost pile arc yard 
waste such as grass clip- 
pings and small twigs or 
branches. Some people arc 
getting there own chippcrs 
and chopping up larger 
branches into wood chips 



and this is O.K. also. 

In addition, you can also 
put in kitchen waste, within 
reason. By this I mean 
peelings and thing like that 

You should not compost 
meat, chemicals or metal. 

I checked around with a 
few villages and the county 
and there arc very few 

government bodies that arc 
even thinking of regulating 
compost piles so common 
sense will be the rule. If 
you go "over the line" with 
what you are composting 

you may get a ticket from 
the local or county building 
inspectors, so don't put in 
that car battery or old 
refrigerator, they don't 
"biodegrade" very well.

"Although I don't know the man, I re- 
ceived lots of newspaper clippings and a 
few calls," said Dist. 4 County Board 
Member Suzi Schmidt, who sits on the 
stormwatcr committee. "Some have come 
from as far away as Thcinsvillc, Wis., 
where Geick once served as administrator. 
It seems there arc a lot of questions about 
this man. Since this is a new taxing body 
and we have to answer to the taxpayers I 
think we should sit down and analyze 
this." 

Meanwhile, Geick has left his job of 
two months in Elkhorn, saying he has 
accepted a new job in Lake County. The 
resignation came less than one week after 
Geick had business cards printed with his 
title as Elkhorn city administrator. 

The mayor of Elkhom, who is in his 
first term, praised Geick's two months of 
service and indicated the resignation is a 
lateral move in terms of pay and 
responsibility. The Elkhorn city council 
screening committee is coming under 
criticism for not doing a better job of se- 
lecting a replacement for the former ad- 
ministrator, who retired. The council is 
headed by a new mayor and includes some 
new members. 

Geick, who continues to live in Lake 
Zurich where he was village administrator 
for three years, commuted daily to 
Elkhom. 

Geick left his Lake Zurich job under 
pressure last February. He blamed it on 
politics of a new administration. 

Mayor James Kay, who was elected to 
office on year ago last April, agreed to re- 
tain Geick because of the administrator's 
familiarity with local problems. 

When Geick continued his own agenda 
Kay and his allies on the board voted to 
terminate the administrator's employment. 
His contract was bought out for $30,000 
under terms of a sweetheart deal worked 
out by former Mayor Henry Paulus before 
he left office. 

Adding to Geick's problems were scx- 
. ual harassment charges, one of which in- 



volved Sharon Morris, former parks and 
recreation director. She claimed Geick 
touched her, made sexual comments about 
her and conducted a computerized sexual 
personality profile of her. Geick denied 
the charges. The village settled with 
Morris the same month after Geick left 
office for $85,000, including $15,000 in 
back pay. 

Geick claims the suit was settled be- 
cause he did not have the backing or con- 
fidence of the village board to pursue it 
further. 

Geick also came under fire in Lake 
Zurich for an aggressive growth program 
at the request of some village trustees. 
This overloaded the village treatment plant 
and led to state sanctions against further 
sewer extensions. 

Both Geick and the village say they 
cannot say anything about (he administra- 
tor's past without violating terms of the 
settlement. But Geick has done just the 
opposite, insisting he was fired for poltti- 
cal reasons 

With Geick's claim of politics surfac- 
ing, Kay this week issued the following 
statement: 

"Recent media reports regarding the 



resignation of Edward Geick from his po- 
sition as village administrator for Lake 
Zurich have included references to various 
issues facing the village and Geick at the 
time of his resignation, including a law- 
suit filed by a former village employee 
for sexual harassment. 

"Certain of those reports contain state- 
ments attributed to Mr. Geick implying 
the corporate authorities of the village 
were influenced in their decision making 
by 'political* motives rather than the need 
to fairly and efficiently address the serious 
issues facing it. Those implications are 
unfounded in fact and incorrect 

"The Morris settlement includes an 
agreement that the parties will refrain 
from making any statements about the 
terms of the settlement. The village also 
separately agreed with Mr. Geick that nei- 
ther party would comment about the terms 
of his resignation as village administrator. 
Accordingly, the village will make no 
comment about the terms, cither of the 
settlement or of the resignation, and trust 
that Mr. Geick will similarly honor these 
agreements by withholding further com- 
ment," 



Lake County towns face 
resistance to control land

Small town efforts to obtain an identity 
has sparked heated opposition. 

As Gilmer and Volo seek incorporation 
as villages, they face protest by their 
neighbors, who do not want their 
potential to develop taken away. 

Last week, a Lake County judge granted 
Long Grove and Hawthorn Woods leave to 
intervene in Gilmer's incorporation 
process. Another hearing has been set for 
sometime in September. 

In related news, Lakcmoor filed a 



petition opposing Volo's plan to 
incorporate, saying the plans arc illegal. A 
hearing for this has been continued to 
Aug. 31. 

Gilmer, with 510 residents, and Volo, 
with about 200, are taking advantage of a 
new amended state law that allows a small 
town to incorporate without . the 
permission of villages within 1.5 miles 
away. 

Attorneys representing both towns said 
the villages want to have more control 
over land use and receive their allotted 
share of motor fuel lax and sales tax.
